State Counting Autos 
Using Our Highways 


A traffic count of all cars using 
our highways is being made by 


the State Highway Dept. and it 
is expected that soon this count 
will be conducted about North- 
field. At present the work has be- 
gun on Routes 382 and 9, about 
Ware. The traffic count is done 
automatically by  new-fangled 
gadgets. Across the road is laid a 
small rubber hose, the same kind 
that so many filling stations have 
to warn the attendant of a car 
coming up to the pumps. When a 
car goes over the hose, it spurts 
a gust of air out one end of the 
pipe. At filling stations such a 
gust of air rings a bell. In this 
traffic counter, the gust of air 
gives an impulse to a small me- 
chanical counter, something like 
the mileage recorder of a car. 
This counter is in a metal box 
and the box is chained to some 
stationery object, lest it be stolen. 
This mechanical devise will need 
only a patrol officer to care for 
the several registers. Now if mot- 
orists in Northfield should find a 
small rubber hose leading across 
the street, dont’ hesitate but pass 
over it, it is simply a counting 
scheme.

The Back Yard Gardener 


By G. O. Oleson 


Well there was no doubt about 
it. Old Jack Frost landed with 
both feet in our town last night. 
This is Sept. 28. And that means 
that poppy, poppy being a new 
name for me coined by Jean Luise 
—will have to get busy and put in 
some strenuous days at garden 
sanitation. Right now is the time 
to practice it to its fullest extent, | 
and that includes taking weeds 
cut of the garden. The roots come} 
out quite easily now and it will 
give you the pump on them next 
spring.

use our native peats which are!

It doesn’t make much difference | 
wnich type you get. They’re all, 
improvers of Mother earth,! 
Certain types of peat will hold as 
much as ten times their own 
weight of water, whereas ordinary’ 
:0i1 holds about one-half its 
weight. Incorporating peat into a 
sandy soil will give it body and 
substance, and it will create gran- 
ular texture in a heavy soil and 
cf course will hold moisture and 
prevent leaching of plant foods. 

Now don’t get the idea that peat 
is a plant food. You must add 
fertilizer with it. For example they 
recommend for general garden’ 
purposes a two-inch layer of peat | 
and for each one hundred square 
feet one pound of ground lime- 
stone and five pounds of 5-8-7 
fertilizer or some similar fertil-| 
izer, and work this in to spade 
depth. 


Peat can be. used in seed boxes. 
Mix one-third peat and two thirds 
soil. The seedlings will grow bet- 
ter, there will be less damping 
off, and less watering. House 
plants and especially ferns will 
grow in peat beautifully. Add 
about one-fourth pound of 5-8-7 
or other complete fertilizer to 


‘each bushel of peat in order to 


give plant food. Also use peat as 
a base on which to place house 
plants. This prevents excessive 
evaporation from the pot walls. .| 

Next spring when the lawn 
starts growth rake five to eight 
pounds of pulverized peat into 
about one thousand square feet 
of the lawn and you will see re- 
sults. Your lawn will resist drouth. ’ 
Of course at the same time and 
in the same operation you can add 
the regular lawn fertilizer. Some- 
times new weeds show up, but if 
you keep your lawn clipped you'll 
find that weeds soon pull in their 
necks, 

And of course peat makes an 
excellent mulch for shrubs and 
perennials. Usually about a one- 
inch layer is enough to start with. 

The field station says that little 
corntvern need be felt because peat 
is somewhat acid. Most trees,’ 
shrubs, flowers and vegetables will 
tolerate a slightly acid soil, while |
